As required by law, we would respectfully submit the 
following report :- , 

As usual, there has been four ‘schools kept in our school 
district the past year. During the year two terms of school 
have been maintained in each division, one in the summer Of 
ten weeks each—with the exception of the Notth Grantham 
division—and fall term of twelve weeks. Five different teachers 
have been employed ; some of which have done good work in 
the school-room. All I think have tried to do good, consci- 
entious work ; but we must always have orderly and_ studious 
scholars and parents that will work in harmony with the 
teacher in order to have good schools. 


The School Board have aimed this year to give to all 
schools equal privileges. Under the old district system, the 
amount of property within the boundry lines of the district, 
largely determined the amount of money to be expended in 
that district; hence scholars in different parts of the town had 
very unequal privileges. The town system is more just, the 
intent being to give, as nearly as can be, to all equal advan- 

tages. Your School Board have tried to be as just and fair as 
| possible, aiming to give to each school equal ability and same 
advantages; with good results. The Howe Hill schools has 
especially done good work the past year, being orderly and 
studious; and are the Banner School in care of the new school 
books that have been added the past year.
